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ONE WAY TO GET HOUSING 


Private enterprise can meet the housing 


needs of only half the nation, says Nathan 
Straus, former National Housing Adminis- 
trator. Even such labor-saving methods of 
building as prefabrication will help only a 
little. 


Direct governmental aid to families in the 


lower income half are Mr. Straus's solution. 
He cites the huge grants of free land which 
made possible the transcontinental railroads, 
and the road building program which de- 
veloped the automobile industry. Private 
construction has never, he says, built as 
many as 1,000,000 dwellings a year. There 
should be. 1,000,000 annually for ten years in 
succession. 


Private enterprise is going to have a 


chance to show what it can do. If it fails, the 
cry for government-built houses and apart- 
ments will be strong. Private builders, to 
avoid this, must demonstrate their ability to 
make good. 


UNBALANCED CONGRESS 


. Population changes, marked in many sec- 
tions during the wariphave upset the Ameri- 
can system of representation. In Chicago, for 
instance, one district with a million citizens 
vjias only one congressman. Another Illinois 
Wough has one congressman for 100,000 
people. In Ohio, a three-county district near 
Lake Erie with more than 600,000 has no 
more representation in Washington than a 
thinly settled section along the Ohio River 
with a third the population.

after each federal census. These laws are 
\ unpopular with congressmen who fear the 
i redistricting that would unseat many.

1 try. The present situation distorts this. 
. States need to look to their 1940 census fig- 


ures and redistvict their Washington repre- 
' sentation if this is indicated. 


THE CAR FAMINE 


There is one dear call running through the 


land today, the burden of which is "New cars 
for old, new cars for old." It is a rather sad 
refrain, at a time when so many thousand 
cars have broken down and deliveries are so 
slow. But there may be one good thing about 
it 


It Is remarkable, how many citizens who 


used to take for granted their car and all its 
appurtenances, counting cheerfully on get- 
ting a new car when they wanted it, mean- 
while relying confidently on getting repairs 
and spare parts, are suddenly brought up 
short by the discovery that it is impossible. 
They will probably know more about cars 
now, and take better care of them. If they 
haven't actually started this reasonable pro- 
cedure, they'd better get busy. For dealers 
say it may still be a long time before most 
of them can get new cars.

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The State Department pronouncement that the 


Russian commander possessed a legal right to order 
an American naval vessel out of the Port of Dairen 
ic the formal recognition of a falsehood. Either the 
State Department is *o cowardly that it will not 
defend American rights and dignity or so ignorant 
that it does not know the facts. As it is impossible 
to believe the latter, it must be accepted that the 
policy of expedient appeasement so tragically pur- 
sued at Teheran, Yalta and Potsdam is being con- 
tinued. 


The Port of Dairen is Chinese territory, once 


leased to Japan. No treaty exists between the 
United States and China or the United States and 
Soviet Russia by which the United States recog- 
nize* Russia as the successor to the Japanese lessee. 
No trcatj has ivc»- been made the law of thu> land, 
in 
accordance 
with 
constitutional 
procedures, 


recognizing Russia's position in Dairen or anywhere 
in South Manchuria. Dairenais Chinese. Only the 
recognized Chinese government can protest im- 
proprieties on the part of American officials in 
Chinese territory. 


I challenge the State Department to produce 


a treaty between the United States and China or 
the United States and Soviet Russia giving Soviet 
Russia authority to kick American officials and 
American citizens out of Dairen. I challenge the 
press offieeY of the State Department who issued 
the cowardly defense of Soviet Russia's insult to 
our flag to produce such a treaty. If he does not 
produce one forwith, Congress should immediately 
investigate what goes on in Manchuria, which the 
United States and China conquered and for which 
Soviet Russia was at war a maximum of six days 
after we had defeated Japan. Let's have the facts. 


In 1894, Japan made war on China, defeated 


China and demanded a foothold in Manchuria at 
Dairen, then called Dalny. This was refused at the 
behest of Russia, Germany and France. Instead an 
indemnity was paid to Japan. Two years later, by 
means of the corrupt and secret Li-Lobanoff Treaty. 
Russia created the Russo-Asiatic Bank and built, 
largely with French money, the Chinese Eastern 
Railroad, in the form of a T, the horizontal bar 
running from the Siberian border to Vladivostok; 
the vertical bar continuing from Harbin to Dairen. 
This gave to Russia a control of the economic life 
of Manchuria. 


During the Boxer Rebellion, Russia attempted 


to hold the whole of Manchuria as Russian terri- 
tory. Thi* was opposed by the United States and 
Great Britain, who encouraged Japan to fight Rus- 
sia in 1904. By the Treaty of Portsmouth which 
ended the Russo-Japanese War, the Chinese East- 
ern Railroad was divided in two, the Russians con- 
tinuing to own the horizontal bar in the north and 
a spur from Harbin to Changchun. The Japanese 
?3t the vertical road from Changchun to Dairen. 


he Japanese also obtained Port Arthur and a pro- 


tective zone adjacent to the railroad. 


From that day to this China has been struggling 


to restore her full possession of Manchuria. The 
Japanese built a series of railroads all over south- 
ern Manchuria, to compete with which the Chinese 
built railroads, often duplicating the Japanese lines. 
It has been the policy of the American government 
that Manchuria should be fully restored to China, 
and that has been one ostensible reason for our 
quarrel with Japan after 1931, when the Japanese 
took the whole of Manchuria and part of Eastern 
Mongolia from China, although we did not contest 
Russia's seizure of most of Mongolia. 


On December 1, 1943, at Cairo. Messrs. Roose- 


velt, Churchill and Chiang Kai-shek declared that 
all territories "that Japan has stolen from the 
Chinese, such as Manchuria," be "restored to the 
Republic of China."- This is stated without reser- 
vation. 


At Yalta, a secret and clandestine agreement 


was reached concerning Manchuria which 1 pub- 
lished on March 2, 1945, and whiqft recognized So- 
viet Russia rather than China as the successor to 
Japan. In the published document on the Yalta 
Conference, issued by Messrs. Churchill. Roosevelt 


said of this. 
"Mr. Roosevelt, on \he contrary, 


claimed that no political agreements had been ar- 
ranged at Yalta other than those published as noted. 
He did not tell the truth. It is up to Congress to 
get the truth.

MENTAL AILMENTS 


Since the introduction of the electric shock 


treatment for mental ailments many patients have 
been able to return to their 'daily occupation and 
many have been able to return home with little or 
no care necessary. 


Naturally the patient and the family want to 


know what electric shock does to the body, and, 
while little or no permanent harm is done, there 
are cases of dislocations of joints and fractures of 
bones. Because there is usually no damage Dr. Wm. 
Kartmcr in Medical Record states "Electric sleep 
treatment" seems a better name than "electric 
shock , "electric convulsion" or "electric fit" treat- 
ment. 


The patient is placed on the table with a pillow 


under the back to extend the spine, a gag is placed 
in his mouth to protect lips and lining of cheeks 
and he is instructed to bite into the gag. The 
button is then pressed sending a current through 
the electrodes held against the head with a rubber 
band. The timer switch allows the operator to con- 
trol the passage of tf*e olcctnc current for fracuons 
.of a second. The desired voltage and timing is se- 
lected on the panel of the machine. 


The reaction to the current is instantaneous (a 


deep seizure being most desirable). There is first 
spasm and then convulsions of the muscles, spasm 
tasting 5 to 10 seconds and the convulsion 10 to 20 
seconds, perhaps a half minute altogether. 


During the convulsion the patient is in a deep 


sleep (coma) and awakens in a bewildered condi- 
tion. which clears within 30 to 60 minutes Pa- 
tients who have undergone insulin or other forms 
of shock usually prefer the electric shock or sleep. 


There arc side effects in some cases — muscular 


pain, headache, nausea and vomiting, backache and 
loss of memory lasting one to two days. 


The electric ihock treatment has been successful 


in ca*e< where other forms of treatment have faji- 
ed: such cases as deep melancholy, ihc doprcs<ion 
at or following the menopausr in women, in mania 
and depression and in double personality, are helped.

jointly ...-This fraud blew up in the 
face of "the prosecutors. 


Another smear device was the 


pooling of these defendents with 
two German-American bund lead- 
ers in the same trial. This is an 
old Communist trick, used every 
day—smearing a guitless victim 
by associatiner hi« name with •» 
name already smeared or odious. 


This "Rogge-Winchell case" is 


an amazing modern parellel to the 
scandalous use of federal courts 
for political malice in the late 
1790's when Federalists got special 
sedition laws passed, under which 
a number of critics and opponents 
of the administration were con- 
victed and imprisoned. Moat of 
the victims were friends of Thomas 
Jefferson. The public revolt put 
Jefferson into the presidency, blew 
to bits the Federalist Party, which 
had thus tried to perpetuate it- 
self, and gave birth to the Demo- 
cratic Party. 


Jefferson released the political 


prisoners, had their fines remitted 
wi\h interest and got the sedition 
laws repealed.
